WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP) 
—Millard Caldwell, Civil Defense 
Administrator, said yesterday 
that not one city in the United 
States “has even approached the 
point where it could withstand an 
atomic attack now.”

Turks in Bloody Fight. 

In one engagement, Turkish 
troops shot, bayoneted and even 
strangled Chinese in a bloody 
battle in an apple orchard. 

In the air, United States jet 
fighters again roared over north- 
west Korea near the Manchurian 
border in a defiant challenge to 
Red jets to come up and fight. 

American Sabre jets shot down 
two Communists MIG-15 jets, 
probably destroyed another and 
damaged six without loss to them- 
selves Saturday and Sunday. 

The two enemy planes de- 
stroyed were credited to First Lt. 
Richard S. Becker of Fleetwood, 
Pa., to run his bag of Communist 
jets to four and make him the 
leading “MIG killer” still in 
Korea. 

In addition to the two shot 
down, five MIGS were destroyed 
Sunday in a dogfight 12 miles 
south of Sinuiju on the Man- 
churian frontier. Twenty-nine 
Sabres clashed with 46 Red fight- 
ers in the 15-minute battle. 

One MIG was probably shot 
down and one damaged in two 
dogfights Saturday. 

On the ground. the Allies 
pressed their new offensive from 
a point north of Seoul almost to 
the east coast. 

Reds Strike Back. 

The Communists struck back in 
their first sizable counterattack 
shortly after midnight (9 a.m. 
Sunday St. Louis time), southwest 
of Kumsong, their main central 
front stronghold. 

The initial impact of the Red 
assault slightly penetrated the Al- 
lied line, but the U.N. troops re- 
gaine.! their positions after a five- 
hour battle. The Communists 
withdrew. 

(Frank H. Bartholomew, United 
Press staff correspondent, in tell- 
ing of an Allied attack north of 
Kumhwa, said Chinese casualties 
were extremely heavy when an 
Allied regiment captured a hill in 
a sunrise action.) 

The Allies launched their

MUNSAN. KOREA, Aug. 20 
{(AP)—The kias of a Korean or- 


a helicopter to fly over their 
thatch-roofed huts. It drops can- 
dy bars. 

Two Marines run the little air- 
lift. They are Capt. Frank Parks 
of Allentown, Pa., the pilot, and 
Sgt. Harold Pierce of Roxbury, 
Mass., his mechanic. 

They are assigned to courier 
duty between the press train near 
advance United Nations command 
headquarters here and Seoul. On 
one of their runs they spotted the 
orphanage about midway on the 
route to Seoul. 

The next time they dropped 
candy.

'N.A.M. Smear Tactics 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We have just heard a television dis- 
cussion of a proposed sales tax. We 
would like to point out a number of 
coincidences which seemed strange in a 
supposedly spontaneous discussion pro- 
gram.

All this could have been in 
the. realm of coincidence. 

But Mr. Sligh also happened to have 
a Saturday Evening Post of 1948 which 
contained a letter supposedly written 
by Victor and Walter Repther. Repre- 
sentatives of the N.A.M. might find it 
usefal to carry files of that magazine 
for the last three years in order to an- 
swer spontaneous questions but we 
doubt that they do. 


The letter, which he said was written 
when the Reuther brothers were in 
Russia, praised the Soviet Union high- 
ly, Mr. Sligh neglected to mention 
that the letter, dated Jan. 21, 1934, was 
written by Victor Reuther, who has 
since claimed that parts of it were 
forged. The following comment by 
I @ Howe in the UAW and Walter 
Reuther is illuminating: “. . . anyone. 
whe was familiar with the socialist 
movement of the thirties knows that 
the Reuther brothers were merely the 
victims of a then-prevalent uncritical 
enthusiasm for the Stalin regime.” 


‘Since that time, the UAW under 
Reuther’s leadership has democratically 
voted the Stalinists out of all positions 
of leadership in that union. 


Mr. Sligh seemed intent on leaving 
the -television audience with the im- 
pression that Walter Reuther, a demo- 
cratic anti-Stalinist, is a Stalinist, and 
that Stalinism and socialism are the 
same thing. The incident is typical of 
the smear tactics used by the N.A.M. 
in an attempt to prevent any progress 
in this country.

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Without Public Notice 

One of the worst aspects of the metropolitan 
transit problem is that Public Service Co. can 
cut public service without infornfing the public. 

Missouri law requires the company to get 
approval of the State Public Service Commis- 
sion before it abandons a route. But, as Edward 
F. Woods reported, the law does not require the 
company to notify anybody when it cuts busses 
off a route. 

The company’s reluctance to discuss declining 
service may seem natural enough, but it leaves 
the public begging for facts, and the press 
searching for them. 

How is it possible for the community to dis- 
cuss the transit situation rationally when it is 
given limited information? 

How can a regulatory agency control public 
transportation when it can only control routes 
and not the service on those routes? 

Bus lines operating across the state must get 
state permission to drop a trip. Yet city busses 
can be parked in a garage until Kingdom Come 
without permission from anybody. This ridicu- 
lous contrast arises because cross-state bus lines 
operate under one law and city bus lines under 
another. 

Mayor Darst has suggested that the Legisla- 
ture give the city’s Board of Public Service au- 
thority over transit routes and service, though 
not over fares. Regulatory authority must be 


‘ strengthened, but the Mayor’s plan contains 


some weaknesses which ought to be considered. 

The Mayor says the state should not relin- 
quish control over transit fares because it is 
“more expert” than the city in such matters. 
But isn’t the state agency also more expert in 
matters of transit service? Problems of fares 
and service cannot easily be separated, for the 
one pays for the other. 

Moreover, Clayton and every other city served 
by Public Service Co. might want duplicate 
authority, and multiple utility regulation is sel- 
dom effective. Regulatory power should cover a 
whole transit system and the area it serves. It 
should: not be divided between city and city, or 
city and state, or between control over fares 
and control over service. 

The City Hall determination to strengthen 
public control over bus service is commendable, 
because such control hardly exists anywhere 
now. The real question is whether control should 
be focussed in the state commission, or in some 
new transit authority representing this entire 
area. 

Mayor Darst helped to appoint a Mass Trans- 
portation Committee to study such questions. 
What is its advice? The present loopholes in the 
new law challenge both public regulation of bus 
service and public discussion of it. 
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Mr. Johnston Approves 
In approving the Wage Stabilization Board’s 
unanimous recommendation for tying wages to 
the cost of living, Eric Johnston probably fig- 
ured he was co-operating with the inevitable. 


If official wage policy did not permit cost-of- 
living increases, undfficial wage policy probably 
would. As employment gets tighter, most em- 
ployers are willing and anxious to make this 
concession in order to retain their labor force. 
After all, even the management members of the 
Wage Stabilization Board joined in recommend- 
ing the policy which Mr. Johnston has now ap- 


proved. 


The decision throws a grave responsibility on 
the Office of Price Stabilization. More restraint 
than ever is now needed to prevent cost-of-living 
wage increases from being used as the unwar- 
ranted pretext for further price increases. Not 
every wage increase affects the cost of living, 
and not every wage increase need automatically 
mean higher prices. The more restraint OPS 
can apply, the less “built-in” inflation will re- 
sult from the new wage policy. 
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Notes on Two Fairs 


The Illinois State Fair has just ended, and as 
far as we could see the feature attractions were

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More Barriers. or Fewer? 

Those Americans who have been urging Rus- 
sia to permit unrestricted travel and free ex- 
change of information apparently will have to 
convince Senator McCarran as well as the 
Kremlin. 

At a time when Congress, through its “friend- 
ship” resolution sent to the Russian people, 
strongly urges Russia to reduce the artificial 
barriers created by its Iron Curtain, Senator 
McCarran is asking the United States to tighten 
up restrictions on foreign diplomats. 

An Internal Security subcommittee headed by 
the Nevadan urges that an agreement be nego- 
tiated with the United Nations limiting the areas 
in which foreigners accredited to the U.N. may 
travel in this country. It wants President Tru- 


It is Senator McCarran’s theory that Com- 
munist embassies act as “a huge funnel chan- 
neling spies and saboteurs into this country.” 
This is strikingly like the Soviet theory that 
free travel and exchange of information cannot 
be permitted because of the dangers of espion- 
age and sabotage. 

That Communist diplomats sometimes engage 
in espionage when they can has been pretty well 
established. But is the Iron Curtain method the 

> 


best way to deal with them? Is it not more ef- 
fective, and more in harmony with American 
principles, to throw up security barriers around 
the secret activities to be protected, rather than 
around the whole country? 

In reprisal for Soviet restrictions, our Gov- 
ernment has already gone pretty far toward 
curtailing travel into and out of the country. 
American sympathizers with the Kremlin do not 
get passports to go abroad, and suspected per- 
sons do not get visas to come in. It might as well 
be recognized that if there is to be a relaxation 
of restrictions on communication, it will have 
to work both ways. 
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The Scapegoat of Yalta 


The notion that the Yalta agreement was a 
“sellout” to Russia has become so firmly fixed 


in folklore that it may take some time for the . 


truth to prevail. Ambassador W. Averell Harri- 
man, who was there, has done his bit to set 
the record straight by filing a memorandum 
correcting misinterpretations of the Yalta con- 
ference brought out in the MacArthur hearings. 

As Mr. Harriman says, the West’s difficulties 
with Soviet Russia have arisen not from conces- 
sions to the Soviets at Yalta, but from Soviet 
violation of the Yalta agreements. 

In Europe, the basic agreement was that the 
West would be permitted to join in supervising 
the re-establishment of governments in the East- 
ern European areas conquered by Soviet troops. 
This was a concession by Moscow to the West, 
not a concession by the West to Moscow. 


Almost immediately after Yalta, Russia began 
reneging on this agreement, and it has held 


.Eastern Europe in an iron grip ever since. This 


is an unpleasant fact, but it cannot be blamed 
on Yalta. Once the Kremlin had made up its 
mind to violate the pact, there was no way to 
enforce it except by declaring war against the 
Soviet troops which occupied Eastern Europe. 
Who in 1945 or any other time thereafter seri- 
ously proposed such a course? 

In the.Far East, there were some real conces- 
sions to the Russians, which were made at the 
urgent demand of Allied military leaders who 
were then extremely anxious to bring Russia 
into the war against Japan. Nothing, however, 
was granted Russia which she did not have the 
power to take; and there is every evidence that 
she would have taken it with or without a Yalta 
agreement. Nor did the restoration of Russia’s 
former position in the Far East play a signifi- 
cant role in the rise of Communist China. Mao 
Tse-tung came to power as a result of an inter- 
nal breakdown, and in all probability he would 
have come to power with or without a Yalta 
agreement. 


People who are looking for a scapegoat for 
postwar problems will go on, we suppose, blam- 
ing the Yalta conferees. But the real architects 
of trouble were of Russian, not American na- 
tionality. 
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An Odd View of Police Duty 


So far as commercialized gambling is con- 
cerned, Alton’s Police Chief Raymond Galloway 
seems to have abdicated.

The Myth of Eastern Manpower 


The Mirror 


Idea of Communist manpower far superior to ours is myth, writer 
says; death rate whittles down Russian males of military age; 


¢ moreover, high productivity of West frees many more men for

actual defense; ability to use manpower is important factor. 


Kathleen Thayer in The Yale Review 


A mental image dominates much of our 
thinking about Russia and the East—an 
image of endless columns of marching 
men. 

This vivid and somewhat chilling pic- 
ture, based on the vague knowledge that 
there are many more Russians than there 
are Americans, and more Russians and 
Chinese combined than there are Ameri- 
cans and West Europeans combined, has 
succeeded in creating a myth, a legend, 
widely accepted and yet nevertheless un- 
true—the myth that the manpower of Rus- 
sia and her allies and potential allies is 
almost unlimited, so great that we cannot 
compete with her in this respect. 

It is true that within the present bor- 
ders of the Soviet Union live somewhere 
between 180,000,000 and 200,000,000 per- 
sohs, as against our 150,000,000, which 
makes Russia by far the largest indus- 
trialized nation on earth. 

But these figures do not give a fair pic- 
ture of the facts. First of all, Russia has a 
very high birth rate and a very high death 
rate. Although exact recent figures are not 


available, it is virtually certain that birth , 


and death rates are now, as they have 
been for decades, far higher than those of 
any advanced Western country. 


This means that the Soviet Union has a 
much larger proportion of babies and 
children than we have, but that many of 
them will never grow up to be productive 
members of society. These extra children 
swell the total census figures, but since 
they will never be productive, they are a 
liability, not an asset. They make the to- 
tal industrial and military potential of the 
country lower, not higher. 


Where Women Exceed Men 
Another fact too often neglected is that 


Russia does not have a normal proportion 


of males. In 1939 the number of women in 
Russia exceeded the number of men by 
more than 7,000,000, and World War II 
cannot have done anything except widen 
this gap still further. 

If N. S. Timasheff’s estimates of Rus-* 
sian war losses are correct, it seems prob- 
able that there are about 37,000,000 males 
in Russia between the ages of 15 and 44, 
whereas in the United States there are 
about 33,000,000. This gives Russia a slight 
advantage, but a ratio of 10 to 9 is, after 
all, not overpowering enough to justify 
our fears of Russian manpower. 

Russia’s labor force, however, with its

Smaller and Less Efficient 


Thus Russia’s effective working force 
(those not to raise food for them- 
selves and the rest) is probably not more 


can, but it is questionable whether he is 
permitted to consume more than one- 
tenth as much. In the difference between 
these two fractions lies the explanation 
for Russia’s might. She is strong because 
so large a proportion of her effort goes to 
capital-plant expansion and to armament, 


But in this very strength also lies her 

potential weakness, as compared with the 
West. Since the average American can (and 
does) use his wages to buy about ten 
«times as much in the way of consumer 
goods as the average Russian, it follows 
that we could, if the chips were really 
down, convert up to 90 per cent of our 
present consumer-goods industries to a 
war effort, without dropping living stand- 
ards below recent Russian levels. 


The Reservoir of Asia 


The implications of this are so vast that 
they are almost beyond imagination. It is 
currently proposed that during the coming 
fiscal year America spends about 50 bil- 
lion dollars on defense. During this same 
year we shall probably spend at least 180 
billion dollars on consumer goods—a ma- 
jor part of which could also be spent on 
defense if our survival were at stake. 


Russia, on the other hand still could not 
spend more than 60 billion, for that is 
the value of the entire production. 

lf we look beyond the Soviet Union it- 
self to the Soviet-dominated areas in Asia, 
we must recognize, of course, that the 
reservoir of manpower is enormous. In 
China alone there are probably more than 
400 million people. Yet men without mod- 
ern weapons could not possibly fight suc- 
cessfully against a well-equipped army. 

In Korea we have seen what can be ac- 
complished by a few hundred thousand 
Chinese soldiers, backed by the industry 
of much of China and Manchuria and 
doubtless part of Russia—and some of us 
have perhaps jumped fearfully to the con- 
clusion that China cowld easily throw 
against us equally well-equipped troops 
by the tens of millions.

From Boredom to. Catastrophe 


OR CALL IT WINTER, a@ novel by Donald Stevens. 
(Harper & Brothers, 210 pgs., $2.75.) 


John Langdon, thinking of the three 
women in his life, muses, “How little, 
with all their knowing him, they knew 
him.” As much *might be said by the 
reader about any of the characters in “Or 
Call it Winter,” a first novel by Donald 
Stevens, actor and student of the theater. 
Mr. Stevens has failed to acquaint his 
readers intimately with any of his charac- 
ters by scattering his attention from one 
to the other. At no time does he present 
a definite picture of an individual. We 
know what others think of them, but 
never learn if these interpretations are 
correct. 

Otherwise “Or Call It Winter’ is a 
fairly interesting if undistinguished story 
about a painter who has come to the West 
Indies to get away from the pressure of 
life in the United States, His wife Zelma 
finds living in their island paradise boring 
and longs for Winnetka, lll. A young 
diplomat makes sur- 
prisingly inept love 
to her.

Trouble started over a 
piece we did not so long ago in 
praise of lead paint for outside 
painting. 


Before the ink on the paper 
was dry we received a long, long 
letter from a paint outfit remind- 
ing us that while lead paint was 
fine for some homes it wasn’t 
worth much in industrial areas 
where there was smog — smoke 
and fumes from factories—float- 
ing around. 


The trouble is that these fumes 
eontain hydrogen sulphide and 
when this meets the lead in the 
paint it forms a substance known 
as lead sulphide. Lead sulphide 
happens to be black and if you 
don't care for black this isn’t go- 
ing to make you very happy. The 
solution to this one is that if you 
live in an industrial area, use a 
lead-free outside paint. Such 
paints have been developed and 
do very nicely.

More Light for the Room

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HE fact that windows are 
T small isn’t always the reason 

a room hasn’t enough light. 
A bigger reason may be that so 
much light is cut off by window 
shades and curtains. It’s the habit 
of many households to keep win- 
dow shades at half mast, and to 
hang curtains over the windows 
whatever their style. 

Actually, a room can enjoy more 
light with heavy curtaining when 
it’s wisely placed than with sheer 
curtaining that’s half blinded. 

The best light comes from 
above. Raise the shades to the top 
of the window to let the metriest 
sunshine in, and frame the win- 
dow with curtaining rather than 
cover it. Set rods high so valances 
cover rolled up shades and the 
curtain tops but none of the glass. 
Use rods that are wide enough 
so the curtains hang against the 
wall and to cover the sides of the 
window frame but don’t cover the 
giass.

He also performed the wedding 
ceremony when Franklin and 
Eleanor Roosevelt were married. 
When F.D.R. was president, he 
spoke of Endicott Peabody as one 
of the inspirations of his early 
years. 

George’s father is the Rt. Rev. 
Malcolm Peabody, bishop of the 
Protestant - Episcopal diocese of 
Central New York; which makes 
George the third in line to adopt 
the ministry, and the third in 
line also to graduate from the 
Episcopal Theological School at 
Cambridge, Mass. 

And like his grandfather, 
George tried other things before 
he turned to the ministry. His 
grandfather spent a yeag as a 
banker before he decided to en- 
ter the seminary. George, after 
World War II, spent a couple of 
years teaching school before he 
came to the decision that he 
wanted to spend his life in the 
church. 

It wasn’t a sudden decision. It 
came after several years of seek- 
ing the answers to problems men 
have been trying to solve for 
thousands of years. 

George had, like his three 
brothers before him, attended 
Groton. But he refused to fol- 
low them to Harvard. Instead he 
went to the University of North 
Carolina. 

“I thought it was time to break 
the Harvard tradition,” he 
grinned. 

He spent four years of the war 
in the Coast Guard, two of them 
chasing submarines in the North 
Atlantic and the other two pro- 
tecting landing barges in the 
Pacific. 

“I guess being a minister was 
about the last thing I wanted to 
be, until about four years ago,” 
he says. “What happened? It’s 
hard to tell. It's something you 
can't articulate clearly, except 
that ever since I came back from 


the war I had been looking for 
answers — asking questions and 
searching. 

“I knew I wanted to take a 
job that had some meaning, that 
would answer some of the ques- 
tions. The big question? What's 
it all about? How can I make 
sure that my friends had not died 
in vain? One of my _ closest 
friends, Bill Moore, was killed. 
When I heard that he was dead, 
as well as several other friends, 
I wondered if we don’t all have 
a job making war not in vain. 
" “It was in 1947 that I decided 
the answer lay in the ministry. 
But I made the decision first to 
be a real Christian. I was 
brought up in the Christian tra- 
dition, but like many people, I 
wasn't a real Christian. Being a 
minister is secondary to being a 
real Christian. When you be- 
come a Christian, God shows you 
the best way you can serve him. 
It turned out in my case to be 
the ministry.” 

George then decided to attend 
the Episcopal Theological School 
which his grandfather and father 
had attended. After three years 
there, he was ordained a deacon 
in the churth. 

“A deacon is a sort of interne 
minister,” he explained with a 
smile, “and that’s what I am here. 
Presumably within another year, 
I will be a minister.”

T is a pretty good working rule 

that when partners have a 4-4 

fit in a major suit—one of 
them holding perhaps the A-K-x-x 
and other Q-J-x-x—that suit 
should be selected as trumps in 
preference to another suit, par- 
ticularly in minor, in which 
there is greater combined length.

In no case was the contract ful- 
filled. The usual opening lead by 
West was the club ace, and al- 
though this could be ruffed in 
dummy, the various declarers 
soon found themselves in trouble. 
They could not ruff two more 
clubs while . maintaining rigid 
control on all fronts, and when 
they led a diamond for the dual 
purpose of establishing the suit 
and gaining entry to the closed 
hand, West prompWUy returned a 
diamond for his partner to ruff. 
Obviously, if the trumps had been 
drawn to stop this ruff, South 
would have been left with one or 
two losing clubs. 

Contrast this result with the 
easy play for six-diamond con- 
tracts and it appears that the 
various Norths carried*a good 
principle too far. In view of the 
club void and the presumption 
that several clubs would have to 
be ruffled, it was vital to select 
the longest combined trump suit, 
and thus it would have been a 
very good idea for North to raise

But the picture was a radiant 
portrait of the woman who 
might be — full of tenderness 
and mothering, as she smiled at 
the painted boy. 

There is a folk wisdom in old 
fairy tales. The star kept the 
picture in her room and sick 
or well, she gazed upon it, a 
thing not of challenge but of 
invitation and promise. She has 
conquered herself, she drinks 
no more, thanks to keeping the 
eves of her body and of her 
soul fixed on the ideal, and she 
has brought it into visible real- 
ity: she looks like the picture. 

Did this story really happen? 
Not just as I have told you, be- 
cause it is better not to be ex- 
plicit, but something very much 
like it did happen, for which 
many will never cease to be 
thankful.

And 
poor, too. Reduced to penury. 

* I wish to commend the enterprise.of any man who takes 
the trouble fo spade up a bum like Lucky, but I would also like 
to condemn the dignification of a thug by allowing himself

If you are in Italy an interview with Luciano is roughly as 
difficult to achieve as an interview with a press agent with a 
torch singer to sell.

THROUGH SOME PORTIONS of the press Luciano is 


gradually assuming the proportions of a martyr, a sort of mis- 
understood boy who pines for the land he loves and lives a life 

of hard-scrabbling boredom in Italy, when he is not being 
sorely persecuted. I remember at one time the hoary old high- 
binder even went so far as to hire Gen. John C. H. Lee’s former 
press agent to clean him up, and got a more or less respectful 
audience from the local correspondents in Rome. 

Charlie Lucky is a man of deceptively meek mien. He is 
known in the mob as a “good kid,” a free spender, and a kind 
friend to helpless ladies. He also is supposed to know where 
a few political bodies are buried—and that I am inclined to 
doubt. How the mechanics which sprang him were aligned 
will always be something of a mystery, but if there was business 
done to earn him a graduation certificate it was probably 
worked. on a higher level than Luciano himself.

THE POINT I am trying bal is that Luciano himself is no 
glamour figure, no colorful crook, no nothing except a banished 
bum who probably engineered a dozen murders in his time, 
and who certainly was the architect of the big narcotics traffic 
from 1931 on. In Europe he is still associated with prostitu- 
tion, through his chum Ralph Liguori, another expatriate crook. 
He is thought to have a heavy thumb in narcotics, still, and he 
sure isn’t poor. Frank Costello to6k him a suitcase full of 
scratch when he was thrown out of the United States, and an- 
other heavy parcel was handed him in Cuba at a later date. 
Meanwhile, some of our more colorful crooks occasionally find 
excuses to go abroad, possibly for business conferences. 

I dislike seeing Luciano interviews in the papers. I much 
prefer a simpler technique, which is to ignore the scoundrel 
except on such occasions when you wish to have him thrown

IVORCE is so common nowadays that stepmothers are 

common: too, and they are beset with problems when they 

take charge of the children of the former marriage. It 
must be remembered that these children inherit the traits and 
tendencies of their parents and often some of these are in 
opposition to the convictions of the new mother. This is 
especially difficult when children are in their early teens. 

Habits form early. It is to be expected that these children 
will have a pattern of life to which their days are set.

When the new mother is 
an orderly efficient woman this annoys her, distresses her be- 
cause her conscience tells her that unless this girl is trained 
now to habits of health, neatness and order she will be handi- 
capped seriously in time to come.

Again, 
to the conscientious mother this is a source of great anxiety. 

To begin with, before a woman undertakes such a task she 
should make the acquaintance of the children and know their 
father’s ways with them.
